Three Regiments of Infantry Revolt 
with 1 he Object of Establish- 
ing a Republic 

Citizens Barricading their Houses and 
Troops Being :Sent to Suppress 
the Disturbances. 

Ol'OHTO, Jan. 31. — Three regiments of in- 
fantry, comprising a portion of the garrison, 
openly revolted to-day. The remainder of 
the garrison, including the municipal guard, 
remain loyal. The alleged object of the 
mutineers is to establish a republic. The 
rebels and loyalists were at last accounts 
lighting in the streets, and it is said many 
were killed on both sides. The citizens are 
barricading their houses, and troops are be- 
ing sent from various points to the city. 

Lisbon, Jan. 31. — The city t>"d comity 
have been thrown into a state of the utmost 
excitement by a movement which threatens 
to eventually end in revolution. Three in- 
fantry regiments, forming part of the gar- 
rison of Oporto, to-day revolted against the 
authority of the government. Other regi- 
ments of the g.iirisiui and the troops of the 
municipal guard remain loyal. So fur the 
populace of the city lias taken no part in 
the movement. it is said that the 
revolutionists have declared their purpose 
to proclaim and establish a republic. At 
the moment the above dispatch left Oporto, 
the loyalists and rebels were fighting in the 
streets, und, it is believed, many on both 
sides bad already been killed and wounded. 
The citizens were barricading the houses in 
tho city, and the report is circulated that 
the government is doing everything ill iu 
power to hurry troops forward to tho relief 
of the Oporto loyalists. 

The insurgents numbered 400, They as- 
sembled at 1 o'clock in tho morning and 
paraded the streets. They tried to seize 
thu prefecture of police and telegraph lines, 
but the artillery compelled them to Bubmit, 
Thu killed and wounded on both sides L 
variously estimated at from t20 to f>0.

Among those 
suspected of participation in the pre- 
paration of tho plot are a number 
of Russian refugees, now living in Bulgaria. 

THE KAISER'S DEFECTIVE ARM. 

From Berlin comes tho news that the 
Kaiser's love of field sports has compelled 
him to reveal to the world that one of his 
nrm.3 is in some degree useless. This was 
long denied as a malicious calumny, but the 
fact that the Kaiser has just bud made for 
him a gun of special construction and light- 
ness, that can be held and fired with one 
arm, ia evidence that His Majesty has the 
physical defect prescribed to him by com- 
mon repute. He has shown himself to bo iv 
fair marksman, as in one field battle at 
Potsdam he killed no fewer than 278 hares. 
The animals were, however, beaten up al- 
most under the Imperial nose, so that there 
may not be much credit due to thu exploit. 
Game of all kinds is both abundant and 
familiar on the vast game preserves of Ger- 
many, the severe weather having driven the 
animals in from their remote haunts.

That the Indians of Vancouver Island an 
capable of becoming useful and thoroughly 
civilized members of society, is shown by 
the steady progress made by the pupils u i 
the Industrial School on Kuper Island 
from which Supt. Vowell has just returned. 
The school is located about 5 J miles from 
Chemainus, is well situated, at tho edge <•' 
tho forest, on a rising slope, which provides 
. good drainage. A clear and sparkling stream 
runs through the school grounds, sup- 
plying good water at all times, and 
a tank has been placed above the buildings 
to provide for fire protection. The school 
has only been in existence about a year, 
when the site was selected, in the edge < 
the forest. Since then a considerable poj 
tion of the land has been reclaimed, and tin 
school premises have been rendered bnaiili 
ful as well as suitable' Tho full comple- 
ment of twenty-five boys are now beinf: 
educated at the school, and, considering tin 
short time since its organization, it is in u 
thoroughly satisfactory state of advance 
ineLt. Almost all thetribesof the districtar. 
represented, and many more pupils nr. 
anxious to gain admittance. The rudiment' 
of a public Bchool education — reading, writ 
ing and arithmetic — are given, and th. 
young Indians are instructed by a praclicu 
man in the mysteries of the ctandan 
trades, blacksmithing, cirpnntery, etc., 
well us in boat building, farming and buih 
ing. The boys are quick and intelligent

. A special meeting of the City Council 
•.was held, lust night , Hid Worship the 
Mayor in the chair. Present : Aid. Hol- 
land, Robertson, Smith, Coughlan, Henouf, 
Hunter, Richards and Munn. 

THE DRILL SHED. 

The gity clerk submitted a communica- 
tion from the Deputy Adjutant-General, 
asking what assistance the city would give, 
cither in money or land, towards tho new 
drill hull. 

The Mayor explained the situation on 
this subject as hetween the Militia Depart- 
ment and the Corporation. He also cited 
tho provisions of the law empowering cor- 
porations to make grants and bonuses. 

Aid. Renouf moved, seconded by Aid. 
.Smith : " Whereas, it is expedient to as- 
sist in tho maintenance of a inilitia corps in 
this city, und inasmuch as it has been a 
general rule of the Dominion government 
not to erect drill halls in any city unless a 
certain assistance is contributed for that 
purpose, therefore, it ia 

Resolved, That this Council ia of the 
opinion that tho Hum of §5,000 should be 
contributed by this city towards that end ; 
and as the municipal act does not contem- 
plate a gift of money for such an object it is 
considered that the municipal act should be 
amended ho that a sum of money could be 
donated by the city in liew of land, and 
that the clerk be instructed to forward a 
copy of this resolutions to Lieut. Col. 
Holmes, and that tho members of this city 
to the local legislature be asked to support 
an amendment in this direction. 

The resolution was carried. 

THK I.INDLEV ACCIDENT. 

W. Pi .Lindley Wrote complaining of 
an accident received by him on View street 
while going to a fire, the low lamps of the 
electric light not heiug lit, and asking for 
reimbursement for injuries received. 

Aid. Holland moved to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of the communication and to refer it 
f*o the Finance committee to obtain infor- 
mation and communicate with tho building 
contractor. 

Aid. Richards and others said that the 
electric lighf was not burning and it ought 
to bp. ascertained whether or not tho city 
was in any way responsible 

Aid. Holland said that the finance com- 
mittee would meet on Tuesday ut 1 1 a.m., 
and should have before it Mr. Lindley and 
the contractor. 

Tho Mayor said there was nothing to 
inaku the city responsible, oven if the lamps 
wore not lighted. 

Aid. Hunter asked If the city by-laws had 
any standing before the courts, as he be- 
lioved they had. In that event Mr. Lindley 
had his recourse against the contractor. 

The motion was carried. 

THE TRAMWAY GUARD WlItES. 

Aid. Holland announced that tho street 
committee had ordered the City Surveyor 
to notify the Tramway Co. to put up their 
guard wires at once. 

the oommekulai. tax. 

Aid. Renouf suggested that a man be em- 
ployed to go round and ascertain the views 
of the merchants -with respect to the Com- 
mercial Tax, which drove thuu.sands of dol- 
lars from t l ie city — the only one on this 
coast that imposed it. For Ills part bo 
thought it was unconstitutional because it 
interfered with trade and commerce. The 
commercial travellers of the continent num. 
!• • ''•"'! < > mIji i i •> o r > •m-ju,ii.T j 
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bered 40,000, and were now banded against 
Victoria, from which thoy advised people to 
keep away on account of the tax. 

After some discussion. 

Aid. Munn said he was thoroughly op- 
posed to this tax. It cost the city at least 
$G,000 a month on account of the absence of 
the travellers, If there must be a tax at 
all, it should be placed upon pedlars. The 
presence of travellers, he knew, enabled 
merchants to make as good selections of 
stock in their own stores as if they went 
east at an immense cost. He spoke of the 
way in which Victoria was denounced in 
the east and elsewhere, because of this tax. 
Ho deprecated the practice, as ho hud been 
informed, of sending round policemen to as- 
certain the business of travellers. He had, 
he concluded, spoken to several wholesale 
men on the subject, and all they asked was 
that they should be placed at no disadvan- 
tage — that tho tax on commercial travellers 
and wholesale men should be the same, and 
they suggested, at tho same time, that both 
should be reduced. 

The Mayor contended for the continuance 
of the commercial travellers' tax. No 
doubt, some money was lost to tho city by 
travellers not coming here. He said that 
the by-law had been established at the re- 
quisition of the merchants, who wanted the 
travellers placed on the same footing aa thu 
wholesale hou8es. In the east they imposed 
a business tax, instead of a business license. 

Aid. Renouf laid that supposing mer- 
chants sent East for prices, the commercial 
traveller would better that best by ten per 
cent, every time. No less than fifty drum- 
mers h4d visited Victoria since the first of 
the year, and only four had paid the 
license. 

The Mayor was satisfied that the license 
was not unconstitutional and held that 
people who came in hero to do business 
should contribute towards tho municipal 
expenditure?. 

At the suggest ion of Aid. Coughlun the 
discussion of tho subject was deferred until 
a later day, at a special meeting, to which 
the business people interested should be in- 
vited. 

The mutter of the dispute as to proprie- 
tory rights between the city and Mr. Kin- 
lay son, in a triangular piece of properly to 
the right of the small bridge or embank- 
ment on Government street, near Rock Hay 
was referred to the Street Committee and 
the City Attorney. 

The press were here requested to retire 
while the council took up and discussed the 
appropriations for the current year.

yliV INCONSISTENT CRITIC. 



The article in the Times on tho Public 
School Report is a very peculiar piece of 
•criticism. As a statistical document, the 
writer pronounces the Report faultless 
and he speaks in the highest terms of its 
typographical appearance, but he com- 
plains that " tho percentage of scholar 
ship " ia wot gtv-en. This is certainly a 
singular :f*ult for tho Times to find. Its 
groat complaint against tho Government 
for tlie lust two years and more is that 
tho Education Department, insists upon 
"daily marking." This marking, as wo 
understand it, is an attempt on the part 
of tho teacher to show by marks tho pro- 
gress of the pupils. It lias contended 
that ttiio is cot necessary, that it causes 
a great deal <tf the teacher's time to be 
wasted, and that it is not, even when 
carefully and conscientiously done., a re 
liable record of tho reid progress made 
by the pupil. Columns upon columns of 
the Times have been devoted to showing 
the futility of this system of markin 
and the tyranny of the Department 
in compelling teachers to practise it Yet 
when it reviews the Superintendent's 
Report, the only fault it has to And with 
it is that "percentage of scholarship, or, 
perhaps, it should bo said, percentage of 
merit in point of studies, has not been 
touched." 

If our contemporary wore consistent, 
it would praise tho Superintendent for not 
giving a record of tho progress of the 
pupils from what it has all along been 
contending are unreliable data. It does 
seem singular to see this critic who has 
for so many months been protesting vig- 
orously and virulently against measuring 
educational development by marks and 
signs now swearing by percentages. 
This is one of the most absurd of our con- 
temporary's many inconsistencies. 

For our part, we think that the Super- 
intendent has acted wisely in refraining 
from comparisons which would be re- 
garded as invidious, and, lot them bo 
made with ever so much care and ever so 
groat a desire to bo fair, to a certain 
and very great ex'ent, unjust both 
to teachers and pupils. Tho circum- 
stances of no two Bchools in 
this now country are exactly alike and 
the opportunities and tho aptitudes of 
tho pupils are so varied that tho attempt 
to measure their progress by the samo 
b :andard must be unsatisfactory to all 
c mcerned. Progress in education as 
well as in most other things is compara- 
tive, and in forming a judgment many 
tilings must be taken into consideration. 
For one school to como up to a given 
standard might indicate most satisfactory 
and most hopeful progress, while another 
school which had advanced no higher 
might justly bo pronounced in a condi- 
tion of disheartening stagnation. And 
what is true of schools is also true of in- 
dividual scholarB. So the " percentages" 
to which the Times has become so sudden 
and so zealous a convert, would make the 
Raport both unreliable and unjust. It 
is wo are satisfied a very great deal better 
without them. 

The Times carps at Inspector Wilson's 
modest and common sense remarks about 
the. way in which tho different branches 
are taught in the public schools and the 
general advancement that has been made. 
1 5 seems to us that Mr. Wilson has dis- 
p'.ajed much good judgment in those re- 
mirks. He has not mentioned in terms 
of censure, which might have been un- 
merited, some teachers, neither has lie 
singled out others for commendation, 
which might possibly bo undeserved. He 
has spoken of tho manner of teaching 
and tho success achieved in genera! 
terms, and we believe that tho reader of 
tho report will be able to form from his 
observations a better idea of the state 
of education in tho province than he 
would by studying tho moat elaborate 
tiblo of percentages. Those who tire 
quainted with the condition of common 
schools in other parts of Canada will hoc 
at once that tho schools in this province 
are taught pretty much in tho samo way, 
and that the same, or nearly the same, 
amount of success has boon achieved. 
Ho will find that reading, writing, arith- 
metic and geography are fairly well 
taught ; that grammar is voted dry and 
difficult by the children, and that, 
in spite of the exertions of 
tho teachers, very little real progress 
is made in its study; that 
history is not studied as intelligently as it 
might be, and that there is very great 
room for improvement in tho way in 
which composition is taught. 
The uxcolloncies and defects which the 



Inspector has r ,„ticed aro common to all 
schools in wK, ch children aro taught. So 
unsuccessf- a j is IU0 teaching of grammar 
in prim schools that there are some 
intol) lRellt e( i UC!l tioni3t8 who advocate 
b " wishing grammar text books from Buoh 
schools altogether, and the ambitious 
teacher, who tries to mako Addisous and 
Maeaulays out of tho most promising of 
his pupils, meets with a series of disap- 
poin monls and humiliations, As for the 
" ologies " tho most that is done with re- 
spect to them in schools pronounced high 
is little better than mere parrot ting. 

Tho Times critic, as might be expected, 
i3 a devout bolievor in systems. He 
ovidontly imagines that ho has found a 
royal road to spelling at any rate. Tho 
Inspector justly observes that the pro- 
ficiency in spelling, which he commends, 
has been attained " as much by dint of 
sovero labor as by excellence of method. 
Commenting upon this, the Times critic 
remarks : " Hacd work and excellence 
of method aro incompatible^" This it 
just such an observation as wo would ex 
pect the advocate of percentages to make. 
He is a worshipper of methods and sys- 
toms, and fancies that tbey can bo 
brought to such perfection as to enabl 
those who adopt them to dispense with 
hard work. This is tho fundamental prin 
ciplo of quackery, and tiiere is, we 
grieve to say, quackery in education as in 
almost everything else. Mr. Wilson is 
right. Without hard work, tho closest 
attention and constant nr ictice no one 
can become proficient in spelling. Sys 
tern may be a help, but hard work must 
be tho chief feature of any effective sys 
tern. 

The nineteenth annual report of the 
Public Schools of British Columbia is a 
credit to the Department of Education 
It deserves all the praise which tho organ 
of the Opposition lias bestowed upon it, and 
the defect for which it censures it is no 
defect at all, but one of its best features 
in tho estimation of intelligent education- 
ists. The report shows that British Col- 
umbia possesses a system of education of 
which its inhabitants may well feel proud 
— a system which gives every child in the 
province, whether his or her parents he 
rich or poor, the opportunity of acquiring 
a sounds practical education. 



HUMORS AND REPORTS. 

There is much said and written, just 
now, about a dissolution of the Dominion 
Parliament:. It, is reported that the Gov- 
ermiient aro considering whether they 
will dissolve or not. There aro obliging 
persons in Ottawa and elsewhere, who 
are ready ba save tho members of the 
Government tho trouble of deciding. 
They declare that tliero will be a dissolu- 
tion right oil'. They know all about it. 
The Ministry, they say, has received com- 
munications from the Imperial Govern- 
ment with respect to reciprocity with the 
United States, which makes an appeal to 
the people, without waiting for the 
meeting of Parliament, advisable. 
Others, whose imaginations are not so 
lively, and whoso tongues tire not so 
loose, but who are equally well-informed, 
say that something is up, they don't 
know exactly what. Cabinet meetings 
are being held with more than usual fre- 
quency, and Ministers look serious and 
thoughtful, hut say very little. There 
will be important news soon, whatever it 
We are inclined to think that these 
hitter prudent people are right. A u'en- 
eral election may be at hand, but we 
rather think that tho appeal will not be 
made to the people just now. We be- 
lieve, too, that tho indications point to 
the fact that theGoverninent have bad mat- 
ters of more than common importance un- 
der consideration lately. Bui wo do not 
H.-o that there is the least occasion to get 
excited. The surprise for tho people will 
not, we venture to predict, be a painful 
or a disagreeable one. If overtures have 
been made by the United States Govern- 
ment, they will, we have no doubt, be 
seriously and carefully considered by 
both the Government and tho people of 
Canada. Tho subject is one of very 
great importance, and it. would be foolish 
in the extreme to jump at conclusions 
one way or the other. What those over- 
tures are no one seems to know ; indeed, 
it is veiy far from certain that proposals 
of any kind have been made. If the 
Government decides upon a dissolution 
there is hardly any room to doubt the 
result of the election. The indications 
that the Government will be returned 
by a largo majority are many and strong. 
The people as a whole are well pleased 
with Sir John Macdonald's administra- 
tion. They trust Sir John, and they 
believe that ho will do the host that can 
bo done for tho country. The Conserva- 
tive party is stronger than ever it, was, 
and it is united. The people, on the 
other hand, distrust tho Liberals and 
their lenders. Their policy has been 
vacillating, and they cannot lie said to be 
united on any principle. They are, in 
fact, wholly unprepared for n general I 
election, and it is therefore not surprising 
that the Toronto Globe, apprehending de- 
feat, stigmatizes an appeal to the country 
at this particular tinio as a " snap elec- 
tion." The reports are many, but nothing 
is certain. Tho suspense, however, 
cannot last long. 



A WARNING. 

Tho mining disaster in Groonsburg, 
Pennsylvania, should he a warning to I 
miners everywhere. The Mammoth mhr d 
was considered Bufe. There were n{) 
accumulations of gas in tho mine, |knJ 
it was boliovod that the ordinary ■ * wcnu . 
tiens used could keep it safe. Miners 
therefore worked in it .vith n i ig i, ts _ 
They had been doing so so Iong w : t hout 
any disastrous results t\v A ,| My oamo to 
forget that they were ^xpogod to any 
danger. But tho c . A t«stropho did come, 
as prudent and r ^asovmrg men ought to 
h ivo expected. Imprisoned gas by the 
blow of a pi'jk or by a blast was set free. 
Coming i.n contact with naked lights 
it exploded and in an instant 
more than a hundred men perished. By 
habitual carelessnosa and want of foro- 
sig'.it wives were made widows and child- 
ren, fatherless. This carelessness mid 
neglect is nothing less than criminal. 
Where men are exposed to such fearful 
danger, no matter how severely disasters 
occur, no precaution necessary to safety 
in case of accident should be considered 
unnecessary. Wo bear about the danger 
of having Chinamen in a coal mine. The 
most unintelligent Chinaman cannot be 
more reckless underground than aro 
some white men. They do the most in- 
credibly careless things, and because 
they escape a hundred times they 
come to the conclusion that 
their practices are harmless and 
that the precautions they are re- 
quired to take to ensure safety are not 
necessary. But a catastrophe like this oi 
the Mammoth Mine should make oven 
the most fool-hardy thoughtful. The 
men in that mine who most needed the 
salutary lesson aro past being taught. 
They have paid the penalty of their 
thoughtlessness and want of care, it is 
to be hoped that mine-owners and miners 
will take warning by this awful catas- 
trophe, and remember that there ia no 
such thing as immunity from accident in 
any coal-mine. 

EDITURIA L COMMENT. 

Our Ottawa telegram makes it appear 
that the general election cannot be for 
off. Preparations are evidently being 
mule in Ottawa for an appeal to the peo- 
ple, and that, too, ou tho trade ksue. 
Tho information is very meagre, and no 
hint is given ai to the position which the 
Government is to take. If matters aie 
a? appearances indicate, wo have no 
doubt that Messrs. Prior and Earlo will 
bo the Government candidates. Their

An Iiuinense Crowd Fills the Court 1 
Room Till the Last to Hear the 
Result of the Trial. 



Friday night was spoilt by the jury in 
the Fee murder case lit the Iluss House, 

. where the heat possible accommodation 
wu3 provided for them under the circum- 
stances. The lirat duty in the morning 
was to visit the scene of the tragedy, in 
company with the Chief Justice, counsel 
«nd prisoner. As the latter stood, where 
he must have when he iired the deadly 
shot, he (manifested the least possible 

.concern, but was regarded with interest 
by the crowd which soon gathered. 
Frank Partridge, with Sergt. Langley, 
illustrated how he and Fee were walking 
■when thq shot was fired, and valuable in- 
cidental particulars were elicited by ques- 
tions put by His Lordship. The church 
was thou visited, and the details of the 
spot where tho conversation with Craw- 
ford ,t: ok place were carefully noted. 

•Judge and jury, lawyers, police, prisoner 
and spectators then returned to the court 
room, which was soun crowded almost to 
suffocation. Hundreds s tight, but were 

•unable to procure, admission, and it is 
doubtful if a larger audience has ever 
listened to the proceedings in any trial in 
this city. 

Before proceeding to address the jury, 
Mr. Eberts recalled 

F. J. Partridge, who said that tho de- 
ceased had been residing at East Welling- 
ton for the past year. The last lime ho 
.vnino down, before Christmas eve, was on 
the occasion of the last excursion to P. rt 
Angeles. Both witness and deceased 
wore opera hats on tho night of tho 
shooting, but did not remove the hats 
from their heads. 

Tho Attorney-General put in the pri- 
soner's statement, made before the police 
magistrate, — " I have nothing to say,"— 
and the crown here rested their caso, 
Hon. Mr. Davie reserving his right to 
■ reply. 

Mr. Eberts, in opening his address, 
said that he did not propose to call any 
witnesses, the prisoner had none to cull. 
He stood alone, and, under tho present 
Jaw, could not give evidence in his own 
behalf. Ho hoped that the law in this 
respect would soon be changed, as if 
he were allowed to enter the wit- 
ness box tho prisoner might be 
able to explain and clear away all tho 
circumstances which might point to him 
as a criminal. He would endeavor to 
review tho facts as they had been given 
ill evidence. On the afternoon of Decem- 
^ber 24th, Laurence Whelan had been 
hired by ^Euoas McDonald, for the par- 
ticular purpose of watching tho new 
Catholic church, where some valuable 
pillars had just been put in position, and 
the doors were all open. A notice had 
also been put up near tho church, a short 
timo previous, stating that the ediiico 
■would be buruod down before completion. 
What was the state of tho watchman that 
night 1 When lie was hired, McDonald 
r asked him "Have you a gun?", and 
turned away. McDonald claimed that 
he was only joking ; it" so it was a serious 
joke to perpetrate— a joke that encom- 
passed the death of ono of the most 
■estimable young men in Victoria. What 
did Whelan do} He told McDonald " 1 
haven't got a gun, myself, but I know 
where 1 can get ono." Ho did 
get the gun, but up to 9 o'clock 
it was not a dangerous weapon. Thero 
•were no cartridges. At 9 o'clock, the 
prisoner went to the Dominion Hotel, 
taking the shot-gun with him, and the 
ev idence showed that there were then no 
cartridges in the gun, but a couple of 
rag3 in the ends of tho barrels — to pre- j 
vent the rain getting into the barrels, and 
rusting them. Up to this time there was 
UO danger in the gun, and no evidence to 
allow that the man was intoxicated. 
Then, as it was a cold night, ho wont in 
the bar-room to get warm, and get a 
■drink. It was then that he met Craw- 
lord, and tho dispute commenced about 
the difference between tho American and 
the English gun-drill. Others than Craw- 
ford, no doubt, looked at and handled tho 
gun. Whelan went out about his work, 
nround tho church, and afterwards called 
at the house of Silk— a frioud who says 
that he knows him to be of a good, gen- 
•erous, but highly nervous disposition. 
'Whelan took the cartridge bag from the 
wall, and was looking at it, although Silk 
had told him he had nothing 
but empty shells. In looking through 
tlieso empty shells, tho accused 
picked up ono that ho said had something 
iti it. Ho told Silk this, and Silk's re- 
ply was, "Oh; well it's a blank.'' Then 
Whelan found another, and called Silk's 
attention to it, too. His only remark- 
was " Well, you can take that, too ; 
they'll never hurt anything." Whelan a 
reply was, " They'll make a noise, any- 
way." Silk, the evidence showed, wanted 
to attend the service in the cathedral, but 
had not received his clothes from tho 
laundry. The prisoner Volunteered the 
loan of a shirt and tie, and went with 
Silk upstairs to Ins room in tho Dominion 
Hotel, to get the articles, leaving his gun 
behind. The gun was also put down 
while Whelan was taking a drink at 
Wrigglesworth's. After that Silk went 
homeland changed his clothes, to go to 
church. Finding that he hnd timo for a 
smoke before the hour of tho service, he 
wont to Wrigglesworth's to get some 
tobacco. On his way back. Silk again 
met tho prisoner nl the side door of the 
new building, and it was then 
that Crawford appeared on the 
scono. What Crawford was really 
doing that night will never be known. 
He was evidently annoying Whelan, for 
Silk gave evidence on that point plainly. 
Silk's story was that Crawford was trying 
to scare Larry, who was a nervous, ex 
citable man, and partially drunk. Craw 
ford would not tell why he had followed 
Whalen about that memorable night ; he 
chimed his purpose was simply l» chanta 
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Hillside Avenue and 1st Street,

And yut, lie liiiew tliut the 
gun was riot loaded, and could, therefore, 
do no harm I Tho natural conclusion to 
1)0 drawn from Crawford'u own statement 
wiih Mutt he wont urt.und tho church to 
louse VVhelun. It was duo to tliu con- 
duct of Crawford, very inucli, that Lhe 
tettibn tragedy ocounod. After the 
coiivferaation described in evidence', Craw- 
ford went to his room and Silk rotumod 
to his own house. On that night Par- 
tridge i\m\ Fee had walked over, to tho 
church, in lijrhr, fantastic coats, And one 
lit them had. a little trumpet hahping by 
«) string jirouud his neck. . TIiui-d was in,) 
light on tho corner, if thero had been, 
tho trayedy, in nil i probability, would 
never have occurred. Purtridsro (.old 
how ho saw the nien . gta^iig 
with the gun and umbrella ; how ho (the 
man) challenged thorn, Fee turnud round 
and the gun went bffi It was all in a 
second. If the man had thrown tho um- 
brella away, ho would have : beon scon. 
Tho man did not' run away,— 'ho Walked. 
He 'did not know that lio had killed 
a man. Calling in at his friend's, Silk's, 
he told him ho was afraid ho had hui;'t 
some one. His conduct was that of a 
drunken man, not that of a murderer. It 
was not the conduct of a man. who had 
meditated a crime. If the killing had 
been intended, the prisoner would have 
tried to escape. Instead, ho went to tho 
police and gave himself up. Meoting 
Harbottlo, he told him that lie was 
" afraid he had hurt some one, who came 
ar itfud the church, blowing a hsh-hom." 
He' assorted to Harbdttle and to Si oley, 
thut tho cartridges wore both blank ; and 
the one in tho left barrel had been proved 
so by the evidence. Whel n's Btory was 
worihy of ciodenco ; it wcnt.tOiShow that 
he did not i premeditate murder. The 
possibilities for introducing a missile into 
the mm, at the Dominion Hotel, were 
numerous ; and there wore numbers of 
loose pollctB of shot in Silk's cartridge 
hag, which Silk had not, he said, looked 
at for months. The gtfn might easily 
have been discharged accidentally ; if 
Crawford's story were true, he must have 
handed . tho gun back to Whelan with 
both hammers cocked. The- prisoner 
never knew tho deceased ; not tho slight- 
est motive for the crime had been shown. 
Whelan w»a on duty ; it was dark, and a 
disugreeable night ; he was of . a highly 
nervous disposition ; he was frightened 
at tho story told him by.Bcnnudiz ; the 
young men came around late' at nieht, 
lantastically dressed, and blowing the 
li tie horn. They tur ed to him, und tho 
gun went off. If it was accidentally 
discharged, the shooting was a misadven- 
ture. If the prisoner had been negligent 
in looking at the cartridges, he was guilty 
of manslaughter. (The. learned Counsel 
closed his address by quoting legal prece- 
dents, notably the case of Reg. v. Camp- 
bell ) 

It was just 12 o'clock when Mr r Eberts 
resumed his seat, and 'tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral opened his.^ddrcBs to the jury on be- 
half, of tho Crown. Tho evidence, he 
said, showed a prima facie caso of murder; 
the dofenoe set up was a theory of mis- 
adventure. He "didn't know it was 
loaded." The papers wero full of this 
old Btory day after day, and week afte'r 
week. Counsel for the prisoner says for 
him : " He is not a wilful assassin, but 
a dangerous fool." If acquitted, lie 
would be allowed to go and practice his 
devilish foolishness on somo ono else ; if 
a verdict of manslaughter is returned, ho 
may bo imprisoned for a timo, and then 
leave the jail ,to do the same. What 
were the facta ? The prisoner borrowsia 
gun, and, at tho same tiino, asks forcart- 
"ridires, which he can't get. He thou goes 
to Silk and asks him for cartridges, and 
Silk tolls him he has no loaded ones. If 
thero is anything in tho shells found in 
his bag, it Iihs just been put thero to 
keep : not to practically load the shells. 
The shells produced substantiate Silk's 
story ; there was no ' ground either 
for the ' suggestion that either 
bullet or buck-shot' had beou 
used by either Silk or McKeithley. Tl}o 
prisoner selects two of these supposed 
empty shells, puts them into his gun and 
goes out. Being, ostensibly, engaged in 
watching the church, he is not found 
there by the contractor, who visits tho 
church four times during tho evening. 
Ho is not where he should be at all, but 
on the opposite side of the street, when 
the gun goes off. He points tho gun:at 
deceased, the weapon goes off, and Fee is 
killed. The heart has been penetruted 
by a bullet or a buckshot, and tho pri- 
soner immediately, without waiting to 
sco what ho has done, escapes to tho 
Iioubo of his friend. None of the shells 
found in Silk's house have any unex- 
ploded caps. It is also a fuct that there 
is no difference in appearance between 
the unexploded cap of tho our ridge in 
the left barrel and those exploded ones in 
tho bag. It is very improbable that out 
of twenty or thirty in the hag, all looking 
alike, the prisoner should pick out tho 
only two unexploJed. It was also 
improbable that one of tlieso two 
cartridges should be tho only ono 
in the lot containing a missile. It was 
an impossibility for a buckshot to get in- 
to that ono cartridge acc dentally. If tho 
evidence in regard to tho cartridges ob- 
tained from Silk was to be beliuved, the 
prisoner could not think they would even 
make a noise.. 

Tho Attorney General hero referred to 
tho story told Harbottlo of how tho 
shouting occurred. No sorrow or grief 
was expressed. At tho police station, 
tuo, he was equally unconcerned ; said 
that he killed tlio man, and then gave 
himself up for the sake of obtaining pro- 
tection. 

Hero the prisoner sprang to his feit 
and stated that when in tho police otlice 
ho insisted that ho was not a murderer ; 
it was an accident. 

Hon. Mr. Havio continued, that when 
tho prisoner saw Silk ho did not accuse 
him of tolling him that tho cartridges 
wore blanks, when they wore not, 
nor did he express surprise at 
what had been done. Silk did 
not assert that tho cartridg s wtre m- 
capahlo of doing harm then, nor did ho 
Oppress surprise at learning what, had oc- 
curred. Such language as was used could 
not have been, had thero been a common 
belief that tho cartridges were unloaded. 
Not a word of sorrow, surprise or grief 
wae expressed ; nothing but what would 
bo expected from a person who knew 
perfectly well what was going to occur. 
His giving himeelf Up was practically ;t 
matter of compulsion, o» at least of fear. 
He was afraid of lynching and cunning 
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InOugli r " a *° tl,ilt h y surrendering liim- 
m\i ho wojiltl profidt) » strong rtigututeiit 
in his own li.'lmlf when he cnnio to trial. 
There would Imve beojjl little J^ubo hi liis 
tiryfiisr to |s •npfr-Xhe'dld nut knivw thfi 
ooantry ; there was no Sound boat going 
out- and hfe was well kuownund hud lie at 
tempted to escape would aotin have been 
intercepted. The story of the misadven- 
ture had men coutrovorted by the impio-

Crawford said plainly that prisoner told 
hint In' in jended to giv • a certain man a 
dose <>[ shpt. Crawford did right to try 
and get the gun away, knowing that tins 
prisoner intended to load it. The conver- 
sation at the church door showed plainly 
thai, the prisoner then knew the gun was 
loaded, He Was hot on the opposite side 
of View street for the purpose of watching 
the: building, but to do harm to some one. 
If lie didn't kill the man he was looking 
fori it was; none the less a murder. It 
was not nocessary for the motive to he 
proved ; sjuno men connnitted crime out 
of Itheir own devilish instincts, for no 
motive whatever. There was but one 
cpritluaijnl that could he drawn 
from the facta ; that after gutting 
thdjempty shells, he loaded at least one 
of them. In the left cartridge w-s found 
a wad; where did it come from? Silk had 
no wads. The cartridge found by blen- 
deraon near the scene of the shooting was 
also of an entirely different make. It 
might bo connected with the case, but. if 
so, formed a powerful argument against 
prisom r, as showing that he had supplied 
himself with other ammunition. If the 
prisoner was drunk, that was no excuse 
for ci imo. [ The address of the learned 
counsel for the prisoner was here re- 
viewed at length.] A human life had 
been taken, and the jury should not go 
out of their way to consider what might 
have happened, or 'might not have hap- 
pened. The prisoner was not tho only 
one, whoso life had to be considered. If 
t he jury returned a verdict from any feel- 
ing of sentiment, it would have a ten- 
dency to render men's lives insecure. 
Four murders had been committed on 
Vancouver Island within as many 
months. The jury were not to be 
moved by any compassion ; tlioy 
were to bo guided by their own go-d 
judgment, not by any mistaken sympa- 
thy ; they wero to consider the evidence 
they had heard, with regard to the laws 
of Uod and tho laws of Man ; mid accord- 
ing to their oaths, a truo and just ver- 
dict to give, — "so help you God." 
• After an adjournment for luncheon, 
HLa Lordship commenced his charge to 
to the jury, at 2 o'clock, tho court-room 
being densely packed and tho corridors 
tilled with listeners eager todiear what 
was said, even though they could nut see 
the speaker. 

1 It now becomes my duty, said his lord- 
ship, to sum up the fact3 in the case for 
your consideration. The first thing for 
me to tell you is the nature of what you 
are required to do. You are not to sen- 
tence, but to return a verdict from the 
facts submitted for your consideration. 
Tho real meaning of verdict, as you 
doubtless know, is "a true saying." This 
true saying you are to make, on your 
oaths, as you shall answer to your Ciud, 
who is watching you, without regard to 
consequences. According to your con- 
sciences, as honest men, it is your duty to 
say the truth, as you shall answer to your 
God; If you say otherwise you are per- 
jurers, no matter how estimable your 
intentions may be. Your duty is to find 
your verdict upon tho evidence, riot 
upon anything you may have hoard, or 
anything told you cither by the counsel 
for tho crown or for the prisoner. By 
evidence the prisoner is entitled to stand 
or fall, This is first. Tho witnesses for 
tho prosecution may not all bo honorable 
men ; but whether they aro rogues or not 
makes no difference to you. You must 
beliovo what, they say; The evidence 
goes to show that Crawford was not 
drunk. Ho only had two drinks ;' an 
attempt was made to contradict this, but 
tho attempt failed. It is not fair to say 
that Crawford was " as drunk as any of 
the crowd." Not at all j ho was perfectly 
sober. Another fallacy was saying that 
if this, or that, or the other thine had not 
been done, the killing would never have 
occurred. " If McDonald had not sug- 
gested it, the prisoner would not have 
got tho gun ; if VVrigglesworth had 
not lent the gun, the prisoner 
could not have used it, if the city fathers 
• had done their duty, and seen that the 
electric light was in operation at tho cor- 
ner , the prisoner would havo beon able 
to see clearly and no one would have suf- 
fered. Possibly, all this may be correct ; 
but if tho prisoner had boon stricken with 
apoplexy, ho would not have fired the 
shot, lt is absurd in the extreme. 
Would it. not be absurd to convict Wrig- 
glesw rth of murder, because ho loaned 
ins gun ? Coming to facts : At 2:.'J0 
o'clock, or thereabouts, on tho afternoon 
of December 24th, the prisoner had been 
selected as watchman, no doubt, because 
ho came of a calm and not at all excitable 
race. McDonald was unfortunate in his 
Beleo ion of watchman. Ho (McDonald) 
■jilao makes this jest ; which, it is con- 
tended, prisoner considers a serious hint 
to him, to procure a gun. At 0:30 he 
borrows a gnu from Wriggles worth, and 
asks for tho loan of some cartridges. 
These he cannot get ; next, at i) o'clock, 
^he prisoner is drinking at the bar ; ho 
has the gun, with cotton rags Btuffeil Into 
(ho muzzles ; thissh ,ws that the gun was 
not loaded at that time, for, if it was 
loaded and the gun went, off that way, it 
wool i burst. Crawford, too. proves that 
the gun was not loaded then. The pri- 
soner, at that, time, makes use of lan- 
guage which .shows that ho intended to 
load the gun and knew that it was not 
loaded then. We next find him at Silk's 
house, but there, also, wo are 
told that iie had no blank cart- 
ridges. Most of the shells produced 
here are absolutely empty and wo are 
told that all the loaded ones were given 
to McKcithley. He proceeds to examine 
Silk's cartridge bag, and finds, two which 
he says have Boniething in them, but 
which Silk says wont hint anybody. Tho 
prisoner takes them, puts them in the 
gun and goes away. Silk goes with him 
to borrow a shirt and tie, which the 
prisoner gives him iujd then returns to 
his watch. Afterwards, Silk goes to get 
tobacco and finds the prisoner, on bii 
way back-, on Wafoh, close to the church. 
Silk says ho tried to get Larry 
; to go home, or at least to take 
tho cartridges out of the gun. 
Crawford's statement of tho interview is 
moro complete. He says that ho saw 



two men come to.vard him from Blanch- 
ard street : ho mfide a movement as if 
to enter tho church, nnd the prisoner 
still apparently trying 1 to conceal the 
gun. Sillc came up, and told him not to 
go in, iho gun was loaded. Crawford ro- 
plied that it was not ; ho had been look- 
ing at it a short while before at the Dom- 
inion hotel. Then eithor Silk, in tho pri- 
s tier's hearing, or else tho prisoner lnhi 



now, ^-((lutein accordance 'with the prison- 
er's expressed intention of loading t ho gun 
He was not ill the proper position for a 
watchman, and Partridge W.as .decided in 
saying that Fee was !-'<jin<j away from the 
church, toward Phfjliarinonfc Hall, when 
ho was shot down. Then after, the shot 
was tired, the man did not act like one 
wdio thought ho had an unloaded gun, 
and found, after it was discharged, 
that it was not so. Nor did he speak to 
Silk as he would if he had believed that 
the cartridges in the gun w ere as ho said 
" blanks." His first, ivords to' Silk show- 
ed that he knew the gun was loaded, I 
" I had to do it to save myself. '> Did 
Silk say, "why those cartridges /I gave 
you were blanks ; they wouldn't hurt 
anybody?" No. It is not necessary for 
you to believe that he meant to kill the 
particular man. There was no excuse in 
saying that he shot, the wrong man. 
The ; intent to murder one, could 
never sanction the killing of another, 
and the Word of God says, tho blood be 
on the murderer's head. Tho murderer 
gave himself up, not as a mark of inno- 
cence, but for his own protection from 
the mob, lest he be treated as he had 
treated poor Fee. If he knew the missile 
was in tho gun, it could hardly bo said 
that he did not commit murder. If his 
intention was to hurt in any way a man 
who had offended him, in connection 
with the tlag matter or anything else, ho 
has been guilty of murder. Drunken- 
ness is no possible excuse. I now leave 
the matter entirely in your hands. 

The jury retired to consider their ver- 
dict at 2.45 o'clock, and one hour later 
returned to ask tho court " If tjio shoot- 
ing was done with intent to do grievous 
bodily harm, and resulted fatally, would 
that be murder ? " 

"Most certainly,'' responded His 
Lordship. . 

Tho jury had not yot agreed upon their 
verdict at 5 o'clock, and tho court 
was then adjourned until 11 o'clock. 

At 10 minutes to nine, tlio jury an- 
nounced that they had agreed upon a ver- 
dict, and judgo and counsel wero hastily 
summoned. Half an hour later, . His 
Lordship ascended the bench, and tin in 
terested audience once more crowtled tho 
courtroom. Tho prisoner w 'S placed in 
the dock, or rather he slipped into his 
place, with that quiet, i|uick movement 
that is peculiar to him. As ho took his 
seat, hia eyes were noticed to twitch ner- 
vously, and, as the jury tiled in, ho gave 
them a quick, searching glance, as if to 
read in their faces his fato. 

" Mr. Foreman, have you agreed upon 
your verdict V asked the clerk. 

" This is tho verdict we have con j0 to 
sir," was the reply, as the forema-,, handed 
to the clerk a folded paper, \vhich was at 
once passed up to His Lo' lt j 8n jp 

Tho Chief Justice '^folded the docu- 
ment, and glanced over it. " I cannot 
receive this ver j' lc t," he said, at length. 
The paper yo,u ] lavo „j ven j^nd* a8 f j. 
lows : 

" \Ve, your jurors, empanelled upon 
Our oaths say as follows, that the prisoner 
at the bar, who stands indicted by the 
name of Lawrence Whelao, on the night 
of tho 24th of December, A. D., 1800, 
caused the death of David F. Feo, Jr. , 
by discharging into his body a gunshot, 
with intent to do bodily harm, but with- 
out premeditation." 

How can it be without premeditation, 
and still bo with intent to do grievous 
bodily harm? 1 am sorry that you thought 
you had a verdict when you did not, but I 
cannot receive this ; it is not a verdict, 
and I must ask you to again retire." 

The jury once moro filed into their 
room, and court was adjourned until 
1:30 p. m. 

A VERDICT AT I. AM'. 

At about half-past ten, the jury an- 
nounced that they had agreed upou their 
verdict, and requested that the judge be 
called. At 11:30 the court rooms and 
halls, upper and lower, wore crowded 
with an almost solid mass of humanity. 
At live minutes to twelve, just about the 
time that the crime was committed, 
tho order was given, " Bring in the 
prisoner'" 

He was squeezed in by Officers McNeill 
and Robb, and again placed in tho dock. 
Still he maintained his admirable nerve, 
his eyes alone betraying his feelings. 

Again a furtive glance was directed to- 
ward the jury, as they took their seats. 

Nothing was to bo read in their faces. 

"Gentlemen of the jury, answer to 
your names," said tho clerk, and as each 
name was called tho juror replied, 
" Here." 

G. II . Proctor, D. Sharp, J. C. Bar- 
ber, Eli Beam, Harvey Cumniings, Wil- 
liam Dixon, J. E. Thomas, I). Finlayson, 
Thomas Cliff, James Smith, A. D. Wil- 
son, H. Willard. 

" Havo you agreed upon your ver- 
dict?" 

" We have," Was the foreman's re- 
sponse. ' 
" What say you '?" 

" Wo find tho prisoner guilty of mur- 
der, but unpremeditated." 

" That is no verdict at all," .said his 
Lordship, " the killing must have boon 
predicated to make the crime murder. 
Was he guil y of murder, or of man- 
slaughter, oraro you in favor of acquittal? 
If you cannot agree upon a verdict, 1 
shall have to discharge you, and call a 
new jury who will agree. It is now 
within live minutes to 12, end I will 
either have to dismiss you before mid- 
night, or keep you until Monday." 

The Attorney-General thought that 
this wa3 a sufficient verdict of " guilty of 
murder "; the w ids "but unpremedi- 
tated" were unnecessary and did not 
affect the decision. 

Mr. Ebnrts contended otherwise, and 
tho Chief Justice said that )iu did not 
consider it a verdict at all. \ 

The foreman and jurors held a whis- 
pered consultation, without leaving their 
seats, and then the foreman rose, and 
said : 

"Wo find him guilty of manslaughter." 
"Aro you unanimous in your do- 
oiii'T ?" 
" We We." 



" The prisoner drew a long breath of 
relief, the- blood rushed to his face, and 
his.restleos oyoR sought the floor. 

If was just two minutes to 12. 

The audience tiled out of the court- 
room quietly, and tho court adjourned ; 
sentence being roserved until noon to- 
morrow.
